THE DRY DOCKS. 

Plans to Increase Their Number 
Discussed by the Committee. 



The Question of Cheaper Armor Plato 
Also Under Consideration. 



Washington, Dec. 18.— The senate 
committee on naval affair* Wednesday 
discussed informally the plans of the 
navy department for the Increase of 
the number and the improvement of 
the existing dry docks on the lines of 
the bill recently introduced by Senator 
Hale, but took no action beyond author- 
ising Senator Hale to confer with the 
house naval committee with the view 
of securing joint action of the two 
houses on any line of action that 
might be decided upon. There was a 
general expression of opinion favor- 
able to the Increase of the country's 
facilities. The present Indication is 
that legislation in this direction will 
be attempted on the naval appropria- 
tion bin. 

The committee also discussed at some 
length the question of armor plate and 
decided to invite Secretary Long to 
appear before the committee at an 
early date and explain the status of 
the department's efforts to secure low- 
er prices on the manufacture of plate. 

In the executive session of the senate 
Wednesday a treaty between this 
country and Mexico extending for a 
day the time for marking the bound- 
ary line between the two countries was 
received and referred to the commit- 
tee on foreign relations wilhout being 
read. The various recess nominations 
sent to the senate Wednesday were al- 
so referred to the proper oommittees. 

The house judiciary committee 
agreed on a bankruptcy bill Wednes- 
day and it will be reported to the 
house this week as early as possible. 
The committee was in session through- 
out Wednesday, and when the measure 
was finally passed Chairman Hender- 
son was authorized to report the sen- 
ate bill, known as the NtlaOB bill, 
to the house with all after the 
enacting clause stricken out and 
the Henderson bill as agreed on 
inserted as an amendment or substi- 
tute. There were two Important 
changes from the bill as reported by 
the sub-committee. The bill as drawn 
provided In effect that all liens created 
by judgment and levy or by attach- 
ment within four months of the adju- 
dications in bankruptcy should be 
void, or if enforced go for the benefit 
of the creditors, and also that all mon- 
ey collected by the enforcement ol 
such a lien should be paid over to the 
trustee when appointed. This is mod- 
ified so that these liens will not be 
affected unless obtained in fraud of 
the act The provisions of the bill 
creating offenses punishable by fine or 
imprisonment were also modified by 
making many of such offenses cause 
for refusing a discharge in bankruptcy 
instead of punishable otherwise. 

Senator Frye Wednesday introduced 
a bill providing for the purchase or 
construction of a vessel for the revenue 
cutter service on the Yukon river, and 
appropriating $40,000 for this purpose. 

Senator Faulkner Introduced a bill 
Incorporating the Cook's Inlet, Tanans 
A Yukon Railroad Co., authorizing the 
construction of a railroad and tele- 
graph line from Tuxedat harbor on 
Cook's Inlet in Alaska through Man 
tasta pass to I lit- Alaskan lamndary and 
along the Yukon and Tanana rivert 
and to Norton sound. 

The capital stock of the company is 
fixed at 8«0,000,000. Kx-Senator Squire, 
of the state of Washington, is one of 
the incorporators. 

A bill Introduced by Senator Elkins 
restores all the lands in the Annette 
Island, Alaska, to the public domain 
except those in the southwestern pen- 
insula of the island. The entire island 
has been set apart for the use of the 
Indians by act of congress, but the bill 
seta forth that they occupy only this 
peninsula and that the other portions 
contain valuable mineral deposits, 
which are given as the reasons for the 
proposed legislation. 

The populists have decided to hold a 
caucus Thursday night to outline their 
policies on pending questions.
